Serving Boyne City, 


a ‘Main Street’ boost } 


ia Boyne one of only four communities selected f 


for State Main Street program assistance 


The setting was the picture of small-town 
Americana -— a sunny summer day, the 
schoo] band playing, a crowd of residents and 
businesspeople gathered around the flag-be- 
decked gazebo in Old City Park. In that set- 
ting, as Michigan Economic Development 
Corporation representatives announced that 
Boyne City had been named one of four com- 
munities to participate in the pilot phase of 
the Michigan Main Street Program, it was 
clear that this community is of the frame of 
mind to set a course for progress, based in 
community pride. 

The honor is a milestone, indeed, and a 
huge step forward for a local Main Street pro- 
gram that had been long-suffering, having the 
interest but lacking the speciftc know-how 
to move the process forward. 

Now, with the grant of State of Michigan 
technical assistance, that knowledge ts at the 
community’s fingertips. This, said Boyne 
City mayor Eleanor Stackus, “has the poten- 
tial to benefit the entire Boyne City commu- 
nity for years to come.” 

The grant, said MEDC vice president of 
development finance Mark Morante, will pro- 
vide “intensive, specialized downtown revi- 
talization training” for Main Street volun- 
teers, in the form of “year-round training in 
the four-step Main Street approach.” 


Established 25 years ago, the National 
Main Street Program, Morante said, “has 
been tremendously successful in other 
states.” According to MEDC community 
assistance team specialist Jay Schwedler, 
though Michigan had introduced the pro- 
gram in the state in the mid-1980s, budget 
constraints had later dictated the elimina- 
tion of the program. This year, Governor 
Jennifer Granholm reinstated the program, 
as part of her focus on downtown redevel- 
opment. “It was logical to have this pro- 
gram to include in our toolbox,” Schwedler 
said. 

Focusing on four primary components, 
the Main Street program emphasizes design, 
organization, promotion, and economic re- 
structuring as key elements in downtown re- 
vitalization. Since the late 1990s. a core 
group of volunteers in Boyne City have 
worked to implement the program locally, 
with the support of the City of Boyne City 


and the Boyne Area Chamber of Commerce.

officially retired on 
Monday, June 30 

After 30 years in education, the last 16 
of which have been spent as principal of 
Boyne City Middle School, Steve Smith 
is ready for a break. 

_ “For almost half a century, I’ve been go- | 
ing to school,” Smith said with a laugh 
from the office he still occupies, finishing 
out the last days of his position before of- 
ficial retirement. Not that the decision to 
step out of the profession he loves has been 
an easy one. 

“P’ve agonized over it for quite a while,” he said of 
the choice to retire. “It’s not an easy decision. I’ve 
fully enjoyed what I do.” 

What he’s done has included covering a fot of ground 
in establishing a middle school program, especially in 
terms of curriculum. 

‘When I came [to Boyne City Middle School], it had 
not become a true middle school,” Smith said. “We 
built more things in to address the needs of this age.” 

The middle school age, which is one of transition, 
can be a challenge; it was there, however, that Smith 
knew he wanted to be. “I’ve worked at all different 
levels in administration. I was at a K-12 building, at a 
7-12 building in the past. Prior to coming to Boyne 
City, I wanted to go somewhere to focus on middle 
school.” 


The goal, Smith said, once he’d arrive Was to develop 


a middle school program that matched “those needs and 
uniqueness” that middle-schoolers present. “A number 
of things were implemented,” Smith said, using as an 
example the Responsible Thinking Classroom program. 
“It’s been neat to see that grow.” 

Curriculum mapping, not just in his own building but 
in the district as a whole, has been a project near and 
dear to Smith’s own heart, an interest he took on in ear- 
nest during his years at Boyne City Middle School. “It’s

a never-ending cycle,” Smith said of the mapping pro- 
cess. “The curriculum map becomes a living docu- 
ment.” Although it’s progress will be ongoing, 

Smith has had his hand in bringing it to where it is 
now, which includes having all mapped curriculum 
available electronically, 

Smith, during his tenure, has also seen the school 
continue it’s North Central Association accreditation, 
as well as embark on an involyement in the 
credentialing process. “It’s an opportunity to look at 
things more globally,” he said. 

Though his retirement becomes “official” on June 
30, Smith said that he’ll make himself available to as- 
sist with the transition of new school principal Mindy 
Porter, who, he said, has already spent a few hours in 
the office. 

As for what comes after that, Smith said simply, “I’m 
not sure. . 

“I haven’t made any plans to do anything.” 

He will, he suspects, spend more time doing some of 


‘the other things he loves, such as hunting, fishing, read- 


ing, and making willow chairs. And even though he’s 
not quite finished, he’s already aware of what he’ll be 
feeling as he makes the transition to retired life. 

“T’]] miss the staff,” he said, “and even more so, Ill 
miss the kids.”

Friends of the Boyne River respond 
to Boyne City wastewater issue 


(Editor’s note: The following is a letter recently sent to 
the City of Boyne City.) 


_TO THE EDITOR: 


The Friends of the Boyne River commend your efforts 
to investigate and communicate requirements for a new 
state-of the-art regional waste water treatment system. 

We have carefully reviewed the project proposals as 
presented to us at our board meeting on May 28, 2003. At 
that meeting we were asked for a letter of support. After 
discussions with our membership, with various members 
of the community, and with several professionals, we ar- 


_ rived at the conclusion that we cannot support the project 


at this time. 
The most important issue raised by nearly everyone we 
talked to is the location of the discharge point of the ef- 


fluent. As currently written, the project mentions two al- - 
temative discharge locations: an extension of the exist- 


ing discharge pipe in Lake Charlevoix out into deep wa- 
ter, or a new discharge pipe into the Boyne River from 


the lagoons near the airport. 


At this time, neither of these alternatives has been de- 


' veloped to the point that an informed decision can ue 
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We also would like to request that the parameters for a 
third proposal be developed, such as a land-based efflu- 
ent discharge system similar to that of East Jordan. 

During the study of options, some of the issues we 
would like to see addressed are: 

¢ A plan for the design of the extension of the existing 
discharge pipe into deep water in Lake Charlevoix, such 
that reasonable cost estimates can be developed. 

¢ Areview and study of the relative potential exposure 
of human beings to waste water residues that would re- 
sult from each of the alternatives. 

* A comprehensive environmental study of the effects 
of each of the alternatives on wildlife, including fish mi- 
grations, fish reproduction, plant life, and aquatic insects. 

* A review of recent studies of the effects of pharma- 
ceuticals that pass directly through waste water treatment 
plants into the environment, such as chemotherapy drugs, 
hormones, etc. | 

The Friends of the Boyne River would be happy to as- 
sist in any way we can on the discharge proposals. We 
would like to request that when the proposals are ready 
for review, another round of public meetings be sched-

Technical resources, however, were hardet to come by. 
With the MEDC grant, those resources are now available, 
at no cost to the community, 

“When I first heard of {the grant}, I said ‘we have to be 
one of those communities,’” said Main Street volunteer 
and Downtown Development Authority president Jodie 
Adams at last week’s announcement. Under the con- 
straints of a relatively short timeline in which to prepare 
an application, Adams and other Main Street Committee 
members and volunteers got to work gathering the needed 
information from the community. “Thanks goes first and _ 


- foremost to the community,” Adams said of the success 


in the grant application. 

One of 21 communities initially filing a letter of i intent 
to pursue the grant, Boyne City was part of a narrowed 
field of 17 communities to actually submit an applica- 
tion. 

After the initial applications were reviewed, MEDC 
pared the field to 10 finalists, with Boyne City making 
the grade along with Calumet and Calumet Township; 
Clare; Escanaba; Linden; Marshall; Mount Clemens; 
Muskegon; Niles; and Portland. 

In May, representatives from those ten communities 
traveled to Lansing to give an on-site presentation to a 
selection committee for final consideration, 

In the end, only Boyne City, Calumet/Calumet Town- 
ship, Marshall, and Portland were left standing in the race 
for the grant. 

Rather than financial support, the grant will be given in 
the form of technical assistance, a fact that could prove 
invaluable to the community, according to Northern Lakes 
Economic Alliance director Tom Johnson. Those re- 
sources, he said, “put us way up there on the cutting edge. 
We'll have access to the most powerful tools out there for 
downtown revitalization.” 

“What this is going to do, a change of this magnitude, 
gives us an organization with form and shape,” Johnson 
said. 

Among the services the community will receive over 
the course of its first year as a Main Street community are 
a three-day resource team visit by two state and two Na- 
tional Main Street consultants; assistance with hiring and 
training a Main Street manager; facilitation of a town hall 
meeting and development of a SWOT analysis and local 
Main Street vision/mission statement; facilitation of a 
Main Street work plan process; training and networking 
assistance; technica) assistance reviews and program 
evaluation. 

The process, said Main Street committee member 
Adams, will be getting underway almost immediately. 
This week, committee members will undergo an “orien- 
tation” session, followed by work towards hiring a Main 
Street Program manager. ‘“‘We already have some great 
ideas and plans,” Adams said. “Boyne, as great as it is, 
has areas that need some improvements. [For example], 
we'd like to see 100 percent occupancy, The more people 
you get downtown the better your downtown is.” 

Though the initial work is already underway, the re- 
sults of the Main Street program involvement are likely 
to be long-term rather than immediate. “It takes time to 
change the physical and economic aspects of a commu- 
nity,” Johnson said. “It’s an investment in the future.” 

Boyne Area Chamber director and Main Street com- 
mittee member Scott MacKenzie noted that the balance 
of focus in the program is what makes it a good fit for the 
community. “The reason why its so appropriate for Boyne 
City is that a major component is historical preservation 
[in addition to expansion], MacKenzie said, something 
that is a priority for many in the community. ; 

Said NLEA director Johnson, “the neat part about the 
Main Street program is that it’s based on self-determina- 
tion, what the community sees as the best vision for the 
future.” 

With the “very powerful tools” from the State and Na- 


‘ tional Main Street organizations at the communities dis- 


posal, Johnson said, “Boyne is destined to have some 
major, positive changes downtown.” 

Main Street committee members are encouraging local 
businesses and other interested parties to become part of 
the program.
